Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if 
there  by  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which 
a newspaper  is  published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
lime  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such  Bill, 
a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the  House, 
together  with  the  notiers  published.  At  the  time 
of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also  pay 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill.  Petition,  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition 
has  not  been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days 
of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk 
shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not 
pass  second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall 
be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  59,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
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passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  'this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page ; the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not 
to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April, 
1901  ( see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form 
of  Railway  Bill  is  adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills 
incorporating  railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn 
in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill.

All  APPLICATIONS  to  Parliament  for  Pri- 
vate Bills  shall  be  advertised  by  a notice  in 
The  Canada  Gazette,  clearly  and  distinctly  stating 
the  nature  and  objects  of  the  application  and  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants  with  the  address 
of  the  party  signing  the  same.  For  an  Act  of 
Incorporation  the  name  of  the  proposed  company 
shall  be  stated.  If  the  works  of  any  company  are 
to  be  declared  to  he  for  the  general  advantage  of 
Canada  the  same  shall  be  specifically  mentioned 
in  the  notice,  and  a copy  of  such  notice  shall  be 
sent  by  registered  letter  to  the  clerk  of  each  county 
or  municipality  which  may  be  specially  affected 
by  such  works,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Province  in  which  such  works  are  or  may  be 
located ; and  proof  of  such  service  of  notice  shall 
be  established  by  statutory  declaration. 

In  addition  to  the  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette

VTTIIEREAS  Fourth  Street,  Burnaby,  being 
W more  particularly  hereinafter  described,  has 
been  used  as  a travelled  road  for  several  years 
past ;

“LIQUOR  LICENCE  BY-LAW.  1889,  AMEND- 
MENT BY-LAW,  1910.” 


A By-law  to  further  amend  the  “ Liquor  Licence 
By-Jaw,  1889.” 

TIIE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  Section  1 of  the  “ Liquor  Licence  By-law, 
1889,”  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  sub- 
stituted therefor : — 

“(1.)  Tt  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Licensing  Board 
for  the  City  of  New  Westminster  to  direct  the 
issue  of  licences,  either  written  or  printed,  or 
partly  written  and  partly  printed,  of  the  several 
kinds  or  descriptions  following,  that  is  to  say: 
(a)  Hotel  Licences;  (b)  Saloon  Licences;  (c) 
Shop  Wholesale  Licences;  (rl)  Brewery  Wholesale 
Licences;  ( e ) Distillery  Wholesale  Licences.” 

2.  Section  15  of  the  said:  by-law  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  the  following  substituted,  iherefor: — - 
“(15.)  The  following  fees,  in  addition  to  the 
inspection  fee,  shall  be  paid  for  each  licence  granted 


under  this)  by-law  : — 

“ Saloon  Licence 

“ Hotel  Licence  

. . . 200 

“ Shop  Wholesale  Licence  . . . 

. . . 50 

“ Brewery  Wholesale  Licence 

. . 200 

“ Distillery  Wholesale  Licence 

. . 200 

“ And  the  said  fees  shall  be 

paid  half-yearly  to 

the  City  Collector,  the  first  half  thereof  to  be  paid 
prior  to  the  issue  of  such  licence,  and  the  other 
half  thereof  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  ; 
and  if  not  paid  as  provided  in  this  section  said 
licence  shall  be  absolutely  null  and1  void.” 


3.  Section  20  of  the  said  by-law  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

“(20.)  No  person  having  a licence  to  sell  intox- 
icating liquors,  nor  any  keeper  of  licensed  premises, 
shall  sell,  or  allow,  permit,  or  suffer  any  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  to  be  sold  or  consumed  on  his  premises 
between  the  hours  of  11  o’clock  on  Saturday  night 
and  G o’clock  on  Monday  morning  t hereafter,  nor 
between  the  hours)  of  11  o’clock  in  the  evening  and 
G o’clock  in  the  morning  of  any  day,  and  the 
keeper  of  any  licensed  premises  shall  keep  the  bar- 
room or  room  in  which  liquor  is  trafficked  in 
closed  as  against  all  persons,  other  than  members 
of  liisi  family  or  household,  during  the  aforesaid 
prohibited  hours:  Provided,  always,  that  in  hotels 
liquors  may  be  supplied  at  meals  to  guests  bon  A 
fide  boarding  or  residing  at  such  hotels,  or  to 
travellers  at  meals,  but  this  provision  shall  not 
permit  the  furnishing  of  liquors:  to  such  persons 
in  the  bar-room.  And  any  keeper  of  such  licensed 
premises,  and  any  person  having  a licence  to  sell 
intoxicating  liquors,  who  allows  or  suffers  any 
person  or  persons  to  frequent  or  be  present  in  such 
bar-room  or  room  in  which  liquor  is  trafficked  in 
during  the  time  aforesaid,  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
offence  under  thisi  by-law.  There  shall  be  one  or 
more  windows  in  every  room  where  intoxicating 
liquors  are  sold  that  will  permit  a full  view  of 
(‘very  part  of  such  room  from  the  outside  at  all 
times  during  prohibited  hours,  and  no  obstruction 
of  any  kind  shall  be  allowed  to  exist  in  such  room 
as  to  interfere  with  such  full  view.  Such  room 
shall  be  sufficiently  lighted  during  such  prohibited 
hours  as  to  give  a view  of  such  room  at  every  part 
of  it  from  the  outside.  The  word  ‘ keeper  ’ in 
this  by-law  shall  include  the  person  actually  con- 
travening the  provisions  of  this  bydaw,  as  well  as 
the  keeper,  owner,,  lessee,  or  person  licensed  to  sell 
liquor  in  said  licensed  premises.” 

4.  Section  22  of  the  said  by-law  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following 
words  :— 

“ All  hotels  of  two  or  more  stories  in  height 
are  to  be  provided  with  proper  and  sufficient  fire- 
escapes.  The  licensee  shall  be  responsible  for  all 
debts  contracted  for  goods  supplied  or  materials 
furnished  in  connection  with  the  dining-room  or 
other  part  of  the  premises  for  which  the  licence  is 
issued.  All  hotels  shall  be  open  at:  all  hours  to 
travellers  seeking  lodging.” 

5.  Section  25a  of  the  said  by-law  as  enacted  by 
section  1 of  the  “ Liquor  Licence  By-law,  1889, 
Amendment  By-law,  1909,”  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  after  subsection  (8)  thereof  the  following: — 

“(9.)  No  bar-tender  or  other  person  shall  sell 
or  deliver  any  intoxicating  liquor  to  any  habitual 
drunkard  or  intoxicated  person.” 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Liquor  Licence 
By-law,  1889,  Amendment  By-law.  1910.”
